40 KM/H? REALLY? 


The city is test-driving a 40 km/h residential 
speed limit in selected neighbourhoods. 

The six-month trial program started May 
Jin six neighbourhoods — Woodcroft, Bev- 
erley Heights, Ottewell, King Edward Park, 
Westridge/Wolf Willow and Twin Brooks. 

Dan Jones, the city's senior speed 
management coordinator with the Office of 
Traffic Safety, said that the lowered speed 
limit is a response to years of community 
concern. 

“Speeding. if you go to any major city, is 
probably one of the biggest concerns. Our 
city ls no exception,” says Jones, “A lot of 
people are concerned — whether it’s fact 
based or perception based — that there are 
people speeding through their residential 
neighbourhoods.” 

The majority of the $600,000 budget 
is going towards public surveys, education 
programs, digital speed boards, and new 
signage — 1,100 40 km/h speed limit signs 
were made and installed in the six neighbor- 
hoods. 

imbedded speed sensors are being 
used to collect data, which will ultimately 
be compiled into a report to determine if 
the initiative Is effective at slowing down 
residential speeders 

However, besides community programs 
such as Speed Watch and Pace Car initiative 
— where designated residents drive around 
their neighbourhood at the speed limit to 
slow down traffic — there will be no manned 
enforcement of the new lawered limit 

“The idea behind what we're trying to do 
is that we're trying to get the community to 
look after their own concerns,” says Jones. 
“If they are observing the speed limit, then 
there's no need for us to go to the police and 
bring them in to do some manned enforce- 
ment” 

Jones said neighborhoods were judged by 
a number of criteria — schools, parks, com- 
munity complaints, layout, and accidents 
—and admits that although reactions have 
been mostly positive, there have been some 
complaints, 

“Some have complained about the 
number of signs. They're unhappy, there's 
too much clutter,” says Jones. “Or the speed 
limit is too low. One lady called and said her 
car can't go that slow.” 

This project is gaining interest across 
Canada, as it is the first project of this scale 
attempted, Jones said, adding that major 
cities like Montreal, Vancouver, and Ottawa: 
are following the results. After the six- 
month trial, a report will be presented to city 
council who will decide if there should be a 
return to. 2.50 km/h limit, stay at 40 km/h, 
or try an even lower limit. 

“If we find that that's still too fast, per- 
haps in the future we'll try something at 30 
kmrVh," says Jones.

BEING OVERLOOKED NOT ALWAYS BAD 





There are plenty of reasons to be glad you 
live in Edmonton and not Calgary. Here's the 
latest. 

Calgary's prevailing attitude that private 
industry can do anything better than 
government has allowed It to become the 
provincial government's favourite guinea 
pig for health-care ‘reform. This week, the 
results played out in a Calgary courtroom. 

It's a complicated case, but the gist of 
itis pretty straightforward. The Health 
Resource Centre, a private company, has 
been contracted by Alberta Health Services 
to perform nearly 1,000 publicly-funded sur- 
geries, mostly hip and knee replacements. 
‘Tums out that private health care may not 
be the financial windfall the government 
thinks it is — the Health Resource Centreis 
nearly bankrupt. Alberta Health Services 
stepped in on Monday to ask a court to 
allow it'to go into receivership, to be run by 
PricewaterhouseCoopers. It's a shmozzle 
that only lawyers would love — and they're 
loving the billing that will ensue from the 
legal wrangling, The bottom line is that the 
Health Resource Centre-AHC partnership 


was poorly conceived from the start. The 
Health Resource Centre, in the words of a 
senior clinic official, anticipated business 
that did not materialize. Now the clinic isin 
feceivership, and the gavemment is paying 
PricewaterhouseCoopers to run the place, at 
an unknown cost to the taxpayer. 

This fiasco is only the latest experiment 
gone wrong in Calgary. In the 1990s, when 


the Klein government was in full-on Dr. Fran- 


kenstein mode, Calgary actually imploded 

a hospital and closed two others. Formerly 
public facilities were sold to private health- 
Care companies, resulting in Calgary having 
aconcentration of private health clinics that 
Edmonton would never allow. 

There are plenty of ways that the private 
and public systems can co-exist. Most of the 
test of the western world mixes private and 
public health care quite successfully: there 
is much to be said for allowing the ingenuity 
of private enterprise to improve health care. 
Cleary, the AHC hasn't got the hang of it yet. 

So be glad, fellow Edmontonians, that we 
have been mostly overlooked by the Tories. 
Sometimes, neglect is a good thing, 





REMEMBERING A CANADIAN MOMENT 





While Canadians continue to debate the 
merits of having our forces in Afghanistan, 
it's worthwhile to remember a time when 
there were no grey areas in war. 

Itwas 65 years ago on May 5 that the 
German occupiers of Holland surrendered 
to Canadian forces. They did not surrender 
easily. The Germans blew up the country’s 
dykes, turning battlefields into quagmires, 
Of the 7,000 Canadians involved in the 
battle to liberate Holland, 1,335 now lie in 
Dutch war graves.

I’m not normally that interested 
in the goings on of the Supreme 
Court of Canada. Sure, they make 
lots of important decisions and get 


| to wear very fetching red robes, but 
otherwise I don't know a lot about 


the Supremes. Sad to say, I can prob- 
ably name more U.S. Supreme Court 
judges than I can Canadian Supreme 
Court judges. (Thank you, Jon Stew- 
art.) 

But there is a Supreme Court de- 
velopment, currently weezing its 
way through the Senate, that is cause 
for concern for all Canadians. 

It's called Bill C-232, and it requires 
all Supreme Court judges to be fully 
bilingual. 

Bill C-232 began life as a private 
member's bill from New Brunswick 
| NDP MP named Yvon Godin. Pri- 





vate member's bills very rarely be- 
come law in Canada, although they 
are more likely to succeed in our 
current minority Parliament than in 
the Alberta legislature, where the ex- 
pression “it doesn’t have a snowball’s 
chance in hell of succeeding” should 
be replaced by “it doesn't have a pri- 
vate member's bill's chance of suc- 
ceeding” 

Anyway, Bill C-232 passed in the 
House of Commons last year, with 
Liberal leader Michael Ignatieff or- 
dering his party to vote in favour, as- 
suring its passage. The New Demo- 
crats, of course, voted 31-0 in favour, 
as did all 45 Bloc Quebecois mem- 
bers. All 133 Tories who voted on the 
bill voted against it. 

I find this very disturbing. Not that 
the bill was passed — any bill that co- 
zies up to Quebec is almost certain to 
win in any Canadian Parliament, and 
any bill that the Bloc votes for is sure 
to be a bill that's inherently bad for 
Canada — but that the Tories voted 
against it ... and | agree with them. 

Oh. My. God. The world has offi- 
cially come to an end. 

The bill demands that anyone ap- 
pointed to the Supreme Court judges 
“understands French and English 
without the assistance of an inter- 
preter.” According to the bill’s spon- 
sor, simultaneous translation is “not 


A'‘Non’ To Bilingual Court 


sufficient for judges since the result- 
ing meaning is often different from 
the original.” 

If passed, the bill means all judges 
must be fluent in French and English 
While this is a noble goal, it's wrong- 
headed in just about every way. Bill 
C-232 would actually make bilingual- 
ism the single most important factor 
in getting a Supreme Court seat. The 
implications are disturbing. 

Let's take a look at the big picture 
In Canada, there are about 56,000 
practicing lawyers as of 2006, ac- 
cording to the Federation of Law 
Societies of Canada. Consider that 
your talent pool for potential Su- 
preme Court justices. Now, you can 
immediately eliminate about 98 per 
cent of them, since most lawyers to- 
day seem to spend most of their time 
in injury law, class action suits, or 
shuffling papers around in a house 
sale. If you take a quick look at the 
bios of the current Supreme Court 
justices, you will see that these are 
extraordinarily accomplished people. 
I tried reading the bios, but 1 soon got 
exhausted and took a nap. These are 
really impressive people. 

So you're choosing your Supremes 
from a tiny portion of an already 
pretty small pool Then of course 
you have to take into account re-

Arriba Mexico is a colourful, fami 
ly-run business that boasts authentic 
Mexican cuisine.

reasonably priced. It's small — there 
are only five tables and the kitchen 
is a part of the room. You unhesitat 
ingly feel a part of a family. 

I stared blankly at the chalkboard 
for a long time. My co-diner had 
quickly settled on the enchiladas, 
while I tossed around the pozole and 
soft tacos, When I went up to order, 
I was surprised by the number of hot 
sauces and salsas available for pur- 
chase, cluttering the front counter. | 
picked out a full bottle of Tapatio and 
ordered the tamales to start, extra 
guacamole ($1.99), and a couple of 
beers to wash it all down. 


The spirited young man who took 
our order promptly brought out 
some chips, guacamole and savory 
green homemade salsa. 

He put down a plate of lines and 
then proceeded to stare at them for 
a few moments, arms crossed. He 
muttered something in Mexican as 
he walked away. A few moments 
later came back with a bowl of lime 
juice. "Those limes just don't have 
enough juice,” he declared. “I think 
I'm in love,” announced co-diner. | 
agreed. 

The Tamales ($6.99) arrived a few 
minutes later, Three steamed corn

So now, you add fluency in both 
languages, and ... what's smaller than 
a drop of water? 

Picture yourself as a brilliant law 
yer and/judge living in, oh let's say, 
Edmonton. You're Supreme Court 
material — in fact, you've been work- 
ing you whole life towards that goal. 
But as brilliant as your legal mind 
might be, your grasp of French is not 
the best. It's passable — you can order 
a meal in a French restaurant and get 
a reasonable facsimile of what you 
ordered — but you're not what any- 
one would call fluent. So, you are, 
malheureusement, excluded from 
consideration, 

At some point, there has to be 
some honesty about bilingualism in 
this country, Canada is “officially” 
a bilingual country, but due to his- 
tory and geography, it is bilingual in 


name only. Bilingualism is a won- 
derful asset (which, despite a pro- 
foundly French name, | do not pos- 
sess), but it's statistical fact that the 
overwhelming majority of bilingual 
Canadians are francophones who 
live in Quebec. Why? Because it's 
important to speak English, and rela- 
tively easy to learn in that Quebecers 
live surrounded by English. Outside 
of Quebec — and this is no disrespect 
to the language, just a fact — it's not 
important to speak French, and dif- 
ficult to pick up even if you wanted 
to 

Top civil service jobs are heavily 
weighted towards francophones to 
the exclusion of non-francophones. 
It's bad enough in the civil service. It 
should not be a barrier to being on 
the Supreme Court.

Reliable governing bodies that label 
organic foods are the CFIA (Canadi- 
an Food Inspection Agency), and the 
USDA (United States: Department 
of Agriculture). To warrant organic 
labelling, food must be produced 
without the use of pesticides, chemi- 
cal fertilizers, or hormones, be non- 
genetically modified, contain no food 
additives, and its farming methods 


with the premium fuel that it de- 
serves. Moreover, it's a commitment 
to yourself, your family and the fu- 
ture of your well-being. I’m a single, 
working parent, and | manage to eat 
organically because it's important to 
me that my son and | are in optimal 
condition so that we.can both enjoy 
life with ongoing good health. I think 
it’s a small financial sacrifice to make 
in the interests of a healthy and well 
functioning body 

That being said, how can buying 
organic be more affordable? Well, | 
certainly can't change prices on or- 
ganic products in the grocery store. 
Organic farmers work hard to meet 
specific criteria that warrant the la- 
belling of their food as ‘organic’ and 
certainly deserve to be paid accord- 
ingly. I can, however, offer a sugges- 
tion of compromise to those that are 
concerned about the cost of eating 
organic. Consider the following list 
that has beennamed ‘the dirty dozen’ 
meat, dairy, coffee, peaches, apples, 
sweet bell peppers, celery, strawber- 


coupons in-store. Buy organic pro- | 


duce in season to avoid extortionate | 


pricing. And here's a concept: grow 
your own garden! If the idea seems 
daunting, I know someone who can 
help design and plant a prosperous 
garden. Please contact me for more 
information 

Organic farms yield less than com- 
mercial farms while requiring more 
labour, which is why organic foods 


are more costly. Another downside | 


to buying organic foods is that they 
typically spoil more quickly. This is 
because there are no preservatives 


in or on these foods. Personally, I'm | 


okay with NOT eating chemical pre- 
servatives, such as wax, which is 


used to make fruits like apples look | 


shinier and keep longer. If I wanted 
to eat wax, I'd gnaw on a candle. As 
far as I’m concerned, the positives 
of buying and eating organic — and 
even better, locally organic — far out- 
weigh the negatives. Organic foods 
are produced in a manner that is 
ethically conscious of animals’ lives

must use renewable resources while 
conserving soil and water. When 
food is labelled with either a CFIA or 
USDA organic seal, it means that 95 
per cent of ingredients are organic. 
Labels stating ‘Made with Organic 
Ingredients’ are only required to 
be 70 per cent organic, while ‘Free- 
Range’, ‘All Natural’, ‘Natural’ and 
‘Hormone-Free’ are not to be con- 
fused with organic. 

Many clients ask me if it's im- 
perative to eat organically, as buy- 
ing organic is perceived by them to 
be expensive. My response is simple 
— how much is your health worth to 
you? How many bodies do you have 
in this life? If you buy a Porsche, 
do you put regular unleaded fuel 
in it? Eating organic is a choice to 
feed your high performance vehicle 


ries, lettuces, grapes, potatoes and 
tomatoes. The ‘dirty dozen’ is thus 
named because these foods are more 
apt, due to the way in which they're 
produced, to have you consuming a 
range of chemicals, synthetic hor- 
mones and pesticides when bought 
commercially. If you don't want to 
buy entirely organic, at the very least 
buy the above foods organic. If you 
must, you can afford to skip buying 
the following foods organic as they 
are liable to be less chemical-laden: 
onions, avocadoes, sweet corn, pine- 
apples, mangoes, asparagus, sweet 
peas, kiwis, bananas, cabbage, broc- 
coli and papaya. Further, try store 
brand organics that tend to be cheaper 
than name brands and clip coupons.

There is truly only one angle for this story: how did this hap 
pen? How did Love Lies Bleeding come to be? How did the 
Alberta Ballet — a company based in a province internation 
ally known for two things, its tarsands and Nickelback — not 
only obtain the rights to produce a ballet based on the work of 
pop music icon Sir Elton John and his writing partner Bernie 
Taupin, but also be personally invited to do'so by the superstar 
himself? 

“It's like a fairy tale,” says Alberta Ballet's Artistic Di 
rector, Jean Grand-Maitre. “You get a call. You pick up your 
phone — it's a Thursday, like 2-30 in the afternoon, a warm 
day, very sunny day — and there's an English guy who says, 
‘Sir Elton John would like to invite you to his concert and 
you've got backstage passes and we have eight tickets for you 
in the front row.’ | thought it was a joke.” 

Though from Grand-Maitre's perspective 
getting such a call was unexpected, over the past eight years 
in which the Quebec-born choreographer has been the artistic 
director, the Alberta Ballet has become more than deserving 
of that phone call. They've challenged themselves, as their 
current slogan states, to redefine ballet 

OF course, the most significant step towards that 
redefinition being the work they did with Canadian folk art 
ist Joni Mitchell. Using her songs and her passion as a back 
drop, Grand-Maitre choreographed the politically charged 
ballet, The Fiddle and The Drum, which has gone on to tour 
the North America. John’s agent, as it turns out, is a fan of 
Mitchell and they were having dinner in early 2008, where 
she talked about the ballet. This was the beginning 

“Serendipity. Imagine that,” says Grand-Maitre, a 
touch of wonder in his voice. “Joni loves the ballet, she told 
them all about it. A week later Elton was performing in Cal- 
gary and so he invited us. He wanted to know more about it 
We gave him a DVD, which Joni directed and he loved the 
DVD — the esthetics, the dancers and how good they were.

Now, Grand-Maitre is a talented, energetic and confi 
dent guy, Talk to him for mere minutes and you'll be charmed 
Without giving you the résumé here, he’s already had a long 
career of creating and presenting new works to thousands 
of dance fans. You probably saw his work this past February, 
since he choreographed the Olympic opening ceremonies. But 
when he speaks of this experience of meeting with John and 
working with him, you can hear that fan flutter in his voice 

you know, the kind we all get when we meet someone we 
admire, the kind of flutter a dance fan would get upon meeting 
Grand-Maitre 

Real anxiety set in later when it came down to selling 
his vision for the ballet to John in Las Vegas, “I went down to 
see him and it was about an hour meeting,” explains Grand. 
Maitre. “The thing was, he was so gracious. He was very 
properly raised by his mother — you can tell. But at the same 
time, he’s so intense. His eyes were open with surprise,when I 
was saying my pitch. He looked at me, I got nervous and then 
he put his hand on my shoulder and he said ‘Just relax, I'm 
enjoying this.’ That gave me a lot of energy. So I told him my 
concept for the ballet and when I was done, he looked at his 
manager and said, ‘Make this happen.” 

The concept that received such a resounding response 
was not an exact biography of the singer, but more of a biog 
raphy once removed. Grand-Maitre calls the ballet ‘semi-ab- 
stract.’ Set to 14 classic John/Taupin collaborations, the show 
follows not John’s career, but the trials of an Elton John fan 
who aspires to a similar kind of rock stardom. He pretends 
to be the celebrity singer and finds himself transported into 
John’s world, tripping over all the same pitfalls that plagued 
the original, including his troubles with cocaine, alcohol and 
an attempted suicide. 


{John] said you have to tell it, it’s the truth,” explains 
Grand-Maitre. “You have to tell the truth. 

The ballet draws out the demons that tempt those who 
live their lives on the road, those we idolize, those who sell 
multi-platinum records on their good days and tabloids on 
their worst days. That being said, Grand-Maitre is determined 
to avoid recreating the cheap thrills of tabloid intrigue and 
says Love Lies Bleeding, like its predecessor The Fiddle and 
the Drum, gives it's audience time to think 

But it wouldn't be Elton John with a little, nah, a lot of 
glam. So, in this particular case, the demons that haunt our 
protagonist show up wearing skintight cherry red jumpsuits 
and bowler hats. There's also quite a lot of hip action inspired 
by legendary Chicago choreographer Bob Fosse and a touch of 
Cirque du Soliel flavour with some angel aerialists. 

“That's the direction I’m going with this,” explains 
Grand-Maitre. “Kind of vulgar sometimes. Some of it's very 
classical dance — very technical on point. But they're flying 
through space in ‘Rocket Man.’ So there's a lot of fantasy.” 

And you're invited to join in the fantasy. There's al- 
ready 150 feathery and flashy costumes designed by Martine 
Bertrand in this production, but Grand Maitre wants to see a 
few more, hoping that audiences will get in the spirit and dress 
up for the event, perhaps sporting some snazzy sunglasses or 
anything else that says “Elton John.” Afterall, it may be the 
Alberta Ballet's turn to shimmy to “Bennie and the Jets,” but 
at one point or another John’s music has inspired a tiny dancer 





in all of us. 

“He's quite a symbol of what pop stars have to go 
through and how lethal their careers are, it's more dangerous 
than Formula One racing,” says Grand-Maitre. “And Elton 
survived and not only did he survive, he found values and with 
these values, he’s raising hundreds of millions of dollars for 
causes, all kinds of causes. And | think that's a winner story. 
That's the hope story we need in our time.”

Melissa Thingelstad, artistic direc- 
tor of the Indie5S theatre collective, 
is excited to see the final show in 
her season, Housebound.

It's clear right away that Indie5 is 
something different — where else 
would an artistic director avoid 

ing a production until opening 
night? Now in its fourth year, IndieS 
is acollective that provides resources, 
training and support for performing 
arts independents, and co-produces a 
season of five indie productions each 
year, providing shared front of house 
and back office services for the 
various companies. 

“It’s important to maintain the fact 
that these are all separate companies 
that do their own work,” says Thin- 
gelstad.

“As an independent, it’s im 
possible for me to start a season,” he | 
says.

As an animated film it took home 
Academy Awards, Golden Globes 
and Grammys. On Broadway it 
captivated audiences for 13 consecu- 
tive years. 

And ‘closer to home, the Cita- 
del Theatre's 2008 production 
of Disney's Beauty and the Beast 
proved to be the company's most 
explosive ever. This month, the 
popular family musical is back for 
another four weeks of magic on the 
Shoctor Theatre stage. 

Beauty and the Beast is a classic 
story of sacrifice, compassion and 
love. Belle nobly rescues her father 
from the dungeons of the Beast by 
offering herself in exchange. But 
there is much more freedom at stake 
than she realizes — only Belle’s true 
love can lift the horrible spell cast 
over the Beast, his castle and all its 
inhabitants. 

Directed by Bob Baker, the 2010 
version brings with it some cast 
changes, including newcomer Josée 
Boudreau's debut as Belle.

ting incident, her best friend has 
ditched her. The only truly bright 
spot in Mia's life is her love of hip 
hop dancing.

There's only one problem: Mia's 
kind of a bad dancer. 

I mean, she's not awful. She's just 
okay, Compared to other girls her 
age, she's probably above average — 
in other words, about as good as an 
untrained, raised-on-Ja-Rule-featur- 
ing-Ashanti-music-videos girl can be 
expected to be.

Fassbender and Jarvis both give 
able but inscrutable performances 
as the leads; indeed, the standard 
expression in Fish Tank is a poker 
face Amold zooms her camera in 
nice and close, but to no avail. All of 
the key information is doled out in 
glances and instants. 

A big part of the film's sense of 
unease comes from how cannily Ar 
nold handles the question of under- 
age sexuality. Are we meant to see a

how the film purports she does. No, 
Amold’s Mia is a tragic figure: some 
one who might have the drive to 
achieve, but who's been too poisoned 
by her surroundings to ever have a 
real chance at making it 

The dancing angle is just one of the 
ways the film shows an appropriately 
bleak understanding of what's pos 
sible when you're broke, uneducated 
and surrounded by bottom-feeding 
predators. 

In the world of Fish Tank, even the 
slightest shred of ambition makes 
you a target of ridicule. Got five quid?

Things get a little more complicat 
ed for Mia (Katie Jarvis) when her

This is a big question — one that 
our society as a whole can’t seem to 
make up its mind about — and when 
Connor finally makes his move, 
there's no doubt as to which side of 
the fence Arnold comes down on. 

From there, things spiral even fur- 
ther out of control, though rarely in 
ways you'll completely see coming 
And Amold keeps a steady hand 
throughout, until you realize that in 
the end the true villain isn’t any one 
person — it's the whole goddamned 
town, pollution and cursing and 
thieves and backstabbers and absen-

We all know the fundamental reason 
this movie got made. 

The original A Nightmare on Elm 
Street, released back in 1984, was 
a low-budget, teen-oriented horror 
flick that made swimming pools full 
of money and spawned a long-run- 
ning franchise. Updating it for anew 
generation, one that will likely be 
meeting the fry-faced Freddy Krue- 
ger for the first time, is just smart 
business. 

Whether the 2010 Nightmare is 
any good as a movie is a separate 
question. What made the original 
film and at least a couple of sequels 
really stand out was the imagination 
behind them: they had some genu- 
inely neat ideas. That's probably why 
(at least) the first film is so highly 
regarded by critics, which is unusual 
for horror films of this ilk. 

For the unfamiliar: the Nightmare 


films are built around the aforemen- 
tioned Freddy Krueger, kiddie fiddler, 
who's torched alive by the parents 
of his victims. In the original, his 
spirit took revenge by murdering 
their then-teenage children in their 
dreams; in this version, he finishes 
the job on his victims in revenge for 
them squealing, 

Nightmare was a good idea then 
and it’s a good idea now. But it just 
hasn't been done the same justice 
this time around, despite being slick, 
good-looking, and actually quite 
faithful to the source material. And 
Jackie Earle Haley, as Freddie, is at 
least as effective as Robert Englund 
was in the role, even if his make-up 
is less expressive. 

So what's missing? Let's compare 
one of the most frightening and 
unforgettable scenes in the original, 
to its handling in the remake. Freddy 
attacks a sleeping girl in slumber- 
land, while in the real world her body 
is thrown around the walls and ceil 
ings of her bedroom, as if by a ma- 
levolent invisible force 

The scene has a jolting climax, but 
it just doesn't have the lasting, disqui- 
eting terror present in the original 
And that's the essential weakness of 
this version. Director Samuel Bayer 
has distinguished himself in some 


memorable music videos — such 


as The Smashing Pumpkins’ Bul 
let with Butterfly Wings — but save 
for a corker of a final shock, there's 
nothing distinguished or memorable 
here. 

Indeed, the only new direction in 
which the filmmakers have really 
struck adds a rather uncomfortable 
dimension to the film (spoiler warn- 


ing). The original wisely left vague 
the details of Freddie's crimes; this 
one makes clear his pedophiliac in- 
clinations. But the added ickiness is 
to no real gain 

Sure, there are some good bits: the 
shock moments, while telegraphed, 
nonetheless. make you jump like 
they're supposed to. | also liked a 
pregnant moment of suspense where 





a parent's pen hand wavers above a 
medical release form, approving her 
daughter's sedation, while the girl 
protests she must stay awake 

Nonetheless, this new Nightmare is 
a journeyman's work. It's competent. 
but nothing more. If you think that's 
enough to be parted from your $10, 
knock yourself out. For my money, 
it's a renter.

COUNTRY MUSIC 
Oscillating-quality Willie Nelson comes out 
with a good record every two or so. He's the 
concept-album king, stoners are great with 
this kind of focus, so for every “let's doa 
record of yodelling standards,” we'll 
get something like this: straight- 
up country. Flavoured, mind 
you, with a deeply resonant 
and slightly echoing fiddle 
‘n' steel 'n’ banjo'n' bass 
the exact tone of which 
sits with the meaty intensity 
of the Deadwood score. The 
instruments are easily as important as 
the singing of old standards, especially the 
rhythm section. 
The funny-enough thing is, this is 
exactly how “Little” Willie Nelson started 
out, though a harmonica-peppered song 
like "Freight Train Boogie” sounds like an 
outtake from Stardust until the breakdowns 
push to the front. It might be a really good 
time to see Nelson live again, though this 
too Is a crap shoot (as much as we all love 
you, Willie.) 
The first of my two favourites here is the 
slow waltzy “Satisfied Mind,” covered by 
Porter Wagoner, Lucinda Williams and the 
Byrds In the past. It's a song about, 
well, chillin’ out instead of 
thinking if you had money 
you'd be happy. Willie and 
| apparently agree on this 
one: being happy is up to 
you, not how large your 
artificial breasts get. 
The ather big winner is "Satan 
Your Kingdom Must Come Down, an old 
spiritual which Nelson backs up terrifyingly, 
Spartan banjo, the slow exhale of a bass 
string drawn, Just a nice reminder that 
devout Christians used to be menacing in 
a grassroots way, as opposed to this slick, 
grinning Corporate Army of Jesus thing they 
have going down south these days. 










“Teatro” remains Nelson's “high” water- 
mark, but this one is already getting lots 
of rotation here at the “play songs for my 
cats” radio station. Pick one up with a venti 
latte, then slowly walk outside sobbing 
about where your life went.
